Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 10-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Fujita et al. Pat. No. 5,013,231. 

4. Fujita discloses a program control means for controlling the rotation of the screw 
and the backpressure during axial movement including the rotational speed of the screw 
being above zero for a substantial period of the operation, see abstract and claim 1 in 
columns 7 and 8. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 24-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Fujita et al. Pat. No. 5,013,231. 

As to claim 24, "As a general rule, where software constitutes part of a best 
mode of carrying out an invention, description of such a best mode is satisfied by a 
disclosure of the functions of the software. This is because, normally, writing code for 
such software is within the skill of the art, not requiring undue experimentation, once its 
functions have been disclosed. . . . [F]low charts or source code listings are not a 
requirement for adequately disclosing the functions of software." Fonar Corp., 107 F.3d 
at 1549, 41 USPQ2d at 1805 (citations omitted). See MPEP 2163. 

7. Claims 1-9, 16-23 and 33-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Fujita et al. Pat. No. 5,013,231 taken together with Fujita et al. Pat. 
No. 4,256,678. 

8. Fujita '678 teaches the injection screw with a non-return valve downstream of 
which a volume of melt is accumulated as shown in Fig. 1 It would have been obvious 
to a person of ordinary skill in the art to provide a similar non-return valve Fujita et al. 
since the valve is conventional for the avoidance of back flow during injection. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Bielfeldt et al. Pat. No. 3,804,381 (col. 1, lines 11-20) and Dacco 
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Pat. No. 3,281,899 (claim 1) disclose continuous rotation during injection with a non- 
return valve.
